attend. 
Dr. Reuben T. Shaw, 
president of the National Educa­ 
tion association, said today in 
his opening address before 2000 
American teachers meeting at the 
association’s annual convention. 
“Rural sections of the United 
States today find themselves con­ 
fronted with a school shortage 
that California can hardly appre­ 
ciate,” Dr. Shaw, head of the 
science department of Northeast 
high school, Philadelphia, said. 
Need More Funds 
"Eighty per cent of the chil­ 
dren in rural districts this year 
find themselves without schools 
to go to. In some cases this situ­ 
ation can be met by sending the 
children into other districts than 
their own and paying tuition. In 
other case? there is no remedy 
for the shortage of schools except 
the immediate provision of more 
funds for schools and teachers 
salaries.” 
Controversial subjects were on 
the convention program as the 
teachers convened in their initial 
business session at the war me­ 
morial opera house. 
“ Home of Tenure” 
Dr. Walter F. Dexter, Califor­ 
nia superintendent of public in­ 
struction, welcomed the delegates 
and their guests—totaling 18 ,000 
—-with a speech pointing out that 
teachers were confronted by three 
challenges: “To discover truth, 
promote learning and preserving 
representative government.’ 
C. Harold Caufield, president 
of the San Francisco board of 
education, 
told 
the 
convention 
that California is the “home of 
teacher-tenure” and San Fran­ 
cisco pay s the third highest rate 
in the United States.

W hy celebrate the Fourth 
Ju ly ? 
That’s the 
day 
the 
United 
States declared its independence 
of 'B rita in in 1776. 
W ell and 
good. Hang out the flags, march 
in or watch the parades, enjoy 
the picnic and the ball game 
Independence of Britain 
was 
proclaimed 163 years ago. 
The 
one-time colonial status of the 
United States has no reality to 
men today. It is mere history, 
interesting but not vital. 
But the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence, proclaimed 
by 
Con­ 
gress 163 years ago, is still a vi­ 
tal part of American life. 
Read it as part of your Fourth 
of Ju ly observance. It is as clear­ 
ly a part of our 
fundamental 
charter of liberty as the Consti­ 
tution itself. It contains the basic 
cornerstone on which the Con­ 
stitution and the American Re­ 
public were built. 
“ W e hold these truths to 
be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they 
are endowed by their Creator 
with certain u n a l i e n a b l e 
rights, that among these are 
Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness . . .” 


Note that the rights of man 
are conceived as natural, from 
God, attributes which nobody can 
take away. They are not rights 
granted by a paternal govern­ 
ment, or 
suffered by a tolerant 
majority. 
They are not rights 
that anybody or 
anything can 
take away. They are conceived 


ofas being part of the very blood 
and brain and soul of man. 
“ That to secure these rights 
Governments are 
instituted 
among Men, deriving 
their 
just powers from the con­ 
sent of the governed.” 
Note the prim ary purpose of 
government as 
the framers of 
our Declaration of Independence 
saw it: not for glory of nation 
or race, not for gaining a place 
among the world’s powers—sim 
ply to secure to men their nat­ 
ural rights. That, said the Dec­ 
laration, is the basic reason why 
the 
United States 
of 
America 
was set up. A moment’s reflec­ 
tion w ill show how different is 
that massive cornerstone 
from 
the 
foundations 
of 
new gov­ 
ernments in Europe. 
And then, after 
reciting 
the 
grievances which brought the de­ 
cision to cut loose from Europe, 
and reaffirming the right to set 
up a new government if ever 
this one should fail to serve the 
purpose 
of 
protecting 
men’s 
rights, the 
Declaration 
closes 
with this stirring pledge: 
“ And for the 
support of 
this Declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of 
Divine Providence, we mu­ 
tually pledge to 
each 
our 
Lives, our Fortunes, and our 
sacred Honor.” 
Are we 
today 
prepared 
to 
pledge as much to preserve the 
liberty 
these men risked every 
thing to win? That is the ques­ 
tion each of us ought 
to 
ask 
himself on the Fourth of July, 
1939.

Demands Freedom 
The decree as issued at Danzig 
aw’aited the arrival of the Polish 
diplomatic representative, Marjan 
Chodacki, with a note protesting 
m ilitary preparations. 
Albert Foerster, Nazi leader in 
a speech to 8,000 people at Tiegen- 
hof yesterday, said that Danzig 
wanted to return to Germany and 
would do so.

WASHINGTON, July 3. (U P)— 
Uncle Sam is the world's largest 
landed proprietor, a survey of fed­ 
eral properties indicates. 
Federal land holdings comprise 
more than 400,000,000 acres — 
about one-fifth of the total area 
of the continental United States. 
The total value — not including 
buildings — is about $4,500,000,000. 
The extent of federal properties 
was 
disclosed 
in 
an 
inventory 
made at the direction of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. It did not include 
property tem porarily owned by 
emergency 
credit 
a g e n c i e s 
through mortgage foreclosures. 
Government figures show that 
the estimated value of all real es­ 
tate in the United States is more 
than $113,000.000,000. 
A similar 
valuation showed that tax-exempt 
federal holdings comprise slightly 
more than 4 per cent of the na­ 
tional total. 
Urban Ho lding* Small 
The vast m ajority of Federal 
land holdings comprises rural ar­ 
eas, such as national parks, graz­ 
ing lands and national forests. 
Only 47,444 acres — not including 
the District of Columbia — are 
classed as urban property. 
The Interior and Agriculture 
Departm ents 
control 
the 
great 
bulk of federal land holdings — 
the former 58.83 per cent and the 
latter 40.54 per cent. 
The rem ainder is divided up in 
fractions of 1 per cent among the 
W ar Department, the Navy De­ 
partm ent and the Postoffice De­ 
partm ent. 
The Postoffice Departm ent, for 
all of its thousands of postoffices, 
owns only 1,361 acres — too little 
for a percentage calculation. The 
Labor Departm ent has only 72 
acres. 
The largest item in the federal 
land holdings is the national for­ 
ests, which comprise 38.49 per 
cent of the total. 
This is con­ 
trolled by the National Forest 
Service under the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent. Grazing lands am ount­ 
ing to 27.83 per cent of the na­ 
tional total are under the In ter­ 
ior Department, 
Parks Total 3.26 Per Cent 
Other m ajor categories — all 
under the Interior Departm ent —' 
include the General Land office 
with 13.85 per cent; the Indian 
reservations with 13.22 per cent; 
the national parks with 3.26 per 
cent and the Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion with less than 4 per cent. 
The bulk of the federal land 
holding;: are in the far west — 
where Uncle Sam owns more than 
half of four states. More than 83 
per cent of Nevada, for example, 
is federally owned. 
The Nevada 
total is 58,000,000 acres in federal 
land. 
The government owns more than 
63 per cent of Arizona, more than 
60 per cent of Utah and more than 
58 per cent, of Idaho. 
Govern­ 
ment holdings in Oregon total 46 
per cent of the total state area. 
On valuation for theoretical tax 
purposes, I n t e r i o r Departm ent 
holdings were estimated at $1,- 
500,000,000; 
the 
W ar 
D epart­ 
m ent’s at $1,000,000,000; Agricul­ 
ture’s at $650,000,000; Postoffice’s 
at $500,000,000 and the Navy's at 
$343,000,000. O ther small agencies 
made up the remainder. 
Officials said that no com para­ 
tive report for other .nations is 
available but that none is believed 
to approach the area of the U nit­ 
ed States government. 
The B rit­ 
ish government probably ranks 
second, it was said. 
Russia is be­ 
lieved to be third.

struction of two camps and has 
i called for hids on two others. 
FSA officials, who in February 
and March were facing hostile 
jfarm and civic groups at Yakima, 
Wash., and Yamhill, Ore., sites of 
Í two of the camps, attribute the 
; changed attitudes to recognition 
j of two facts — the value of the 
camps, and their inevitability. 
The officials feel that informa­ 
tion supplied by the adm inistra­ 
tion. coupled with such recent, lit­ 
erary works as John Steinbeck’s 
"Grapes of W rath,” have brought 
the problem home to many resi­ 
dents who formerly had only a 
cursory knowledge of it. 
They also admit, however, that 
much opposition may have simply 
surrendered after the FSA’s flat 
¡refusal to suspend work or to rec­ 
ognize resolutions against the pro­ 
jects. 
One of the cam ps—at Yamhill, 
Ore.—is actually under construc­ 
tion and will serve as a base for 
two portable units.

WASHINGTON, J uly 3^This« 
trip which Mr. Roosev elt is going 
jto take westward on an un-an- 
nounced mission to an undeter­ 
mined destination “ four day s af­ 
ter Congress adjourns” has my sti­ 
fied many a political observ er who 
cannot understand' its motiv es. 
To those around the President 
who think they know what he 
thinks, the trip is no my stery . 
Primary purpose is to surv ey 
the local party machinery , to get 
his reports directly from the lo­ 
cal leaders, with whoih the presi­ 
dential train will be crawling as 
soon as it pulls out of Potomac 
y ards. 
He wants to capture or 
recapture as many of these lo­ 
cal democratic groups as possible 
for influence upon the 19 40 con­ 
v ention. 
His efforts to do it by long 
distance and by hav ing some of 
the local people come in here 
hav e not prov ed ex ceptionally suc­ 
cessful.

Senate Republicans turned and 
fought for their pro-silv er-anti- 
dev aluation deal at least partly 
under the inspiration of some 
cloakroom missionary work by 
Senator Borah. 
The Idahoan was not inv olv ed 
in the deal personally , as he had 
split his v ote. 
He v oted for sil­ 
v er but also for continuing Roose­ 
v elt’s dev aluation powers. His fel­ 
low Republicans in the deal lost 
heart when sev eral Democratic 
silv erites escaped the agreement. 
Press criticism had been some­ 
what sharp against them any way . 
Their cause was obv iously lost. 
But Borah made a few priv ate 
speeches around. 
His argument 
was that whether the deal was 
good or bad or whether it should 
ev er hav e been made.

The first time in history that 
16 congressmen ev er kept a sec­ 
ret was on the relief bill. 
A senator required his 15 col­ 
leagues on the conference com­ 
mittee to swear by ev ery thing 
known to man and a few *hings 
that aren’t that they would not 
betray by a word or gesture the 
agreement they had reached. Un- 
precedently — they did it. Not a 
word got out until the congres­ 
sional record came out nex t morn­ 
ing with the news.

outside senators could not find out 
what had been done. 
The ex traordinary precautions 
were made to prev ent the WPA 
actors from finding out their the­ 
atrical projects were lost.

IGNORED MONEY 


Federal government bonds issued during the ad­ 
ministration of George Washington are still out­ 
standing. 
Treasury officials wish that whoever has them 
would come in and get his money , for the exp ense 
of bookkeep ing on them is almost more costly than 
redemp tion. Of course it is likely that most of these 
securities are destroy ed or p ermanently lost. 
But p eop le are unbelievably careless about mon- 
ey .

tent of a dollar, or even what the government 
will p ay for gold. The fact of the matter is, 
the government of the United States has never 
made a success, and esp ecially in the last quarter 
of a century , of doing w’hat the Constitution au­ 
thorized Congress to do—p rotect the p urity of a 
dollar. The Constitution used the p hrase, “regulate 
its value,’’ which meant p rotect its genuineness 
and p urity . Congress has failed to p rotect the 
genuineness and p urity of the dollar by p ermit­ 
ting the bankers to manufacture excess, longtime, 
credit used as a medium of exchange so that the 
p ublic was greatly confused as to the real value 
of the commodities or things they were dealing 
in; that is, they were greatly confused as to how 
these values would exchange for actual money 
or gold. And when p eop le began to realize that 
they had made a mistake p rices of commodities 
turned into gold tumbled, and those who had con­ 
tracted obligations at p rices resulting from excess 
use of credit were greatly injured because they 
had to return several times as much wealth as 
they actually borrowed. 
It is not safe to trust either the bankers, or the 
government, or the President to have a right to 
change the content of money or to issue excess 
credit. All we can do, however, is to attemp t to 
educate the p eop le of the ill effects of changing 
so that those in authority will honestly do their 
best to p revent the misuse of credit so that our 
money may more nearly be a true measure of 
value.

WASHINGTON — To get a full

The gist of these conversations

Secretary Hull, agreeing with 
this, p ut forward the additional 
argument that Hitler and Musso­ 
lini were beginning to get obstre­ 
p erous and needed an object les- 
seon. He felt that United States 
could not coop erate with England 
to the extent of giving such a les­ 
son in Europ e, but that it had a 
far greater interest in the Far 
East, and might coop erate in giv­ 
ing an object lesson to a dictator 
country in that area. 
If the military clique in Jap an 
were p ut. in its p lace, Mr. Hull 
argued, it would have a most salu­ 
tary affect up on Hitler and Mus­ 
solini.

After everyb od y else is 
p aid in fu ll th ey get wh at is left, if 
an yth in g. In man y cases n oth in g is 


left an d th ey are comp elled to grap p le 
with a d eficit. Un d er th ese con d ition s 
it is d ifficu lt to u n d erstan d h ow an y 
man with an y sen se of ju stice at all 
can d en y to th ose wh o su p p ly th e 
cap ital an d tak e all th e risk s th eir 
con stitu tion al righ t to d irect th eir 
own b u sin ess. Th ere is ab solu tely n o 
legitimate grou n d for an y sort of fric­ 
tion or con flict of in terest b etween 
th e emp loyes an d th e oth er grou p s 
in th e coop erative en terp rise. Fric­ 
tion an d con flicts of in terest arise 
on ly wh ere a grou p seek s p ower an d 
au th ority to wh ich it h as n o moral 
n or econ omic righ t, an d comp en sa­ 
tion for wh ich it h as n o claim eith er 
in morals or in ju stice. 
Th e righ t of th e emp loyer to se­ 
lect h is emp loyes on th e op en mar­ 
k et on th e b asis of th eir efficien cy, 
an d h is con stitu tion al righ t to d irect 
th eir activities in th e p rod u ctive 
p rocess is ab solu tely essen tial to in ­ 
d u strial 
efficien cy 
an d 
in d u strial 
p rogress. 
Th e d osed sh op is an organ ized em­ 
p loye d ictatorsh ip over th e own ers of 
th e b u sin ess with referen ce to wages, 
work in g con d ition s an d th e selection 
of emp loyes. Th e selection of em­ 
p loyes an d th e assign men t of em­ 
p loyes to th eir task s is th e most vital 
fu n ction in th e su ccessfu l d irection 
of mod ern b u sin ess. Un d er th e closed 
sh op th is fu n ction is u su rp ed from 
th e own ers b y th e organ ized emp loyes 
to b e u sed b y th em in th eir own 
in terest again st th e legitimate in ter­ 
est of th e own ers of th e b u sin ess as 
well as again st th e in terest of th a gen ­ 
eral p u b lic served b y th e b u sin ess. 
Un d er th e closed sh op th e d oors of 
th e op en mark et are closed to th e 
own ers of th e b u sin ess, an d th ey are 
comp elled to seject th eir emp loyes 
from th e emp loye organ ization . Th e 
own ers are also p roh ib ited from d is­ 
ch argin g or ch an gin g th e work of an y 
emp loye with ou t th e p ermission of 
th e lab or lead er. 
Th e closed sh op rep u d iates free­ 
d om of con tract, con stitu tion al in d u s­ 
trial freed om, th e con stitu tion al righ t 
of American citizen s to sell th eir ser­ 
vices on th e op en mark et, an d sets 
u p an u n -American syn d icalistic em­ 
p loye d ictatorsh ip over American 
b u sin ess. 
Th e p rime p u rp ose of th e closed 
sh op is to ob tain for th e emp loyes. 
more th an th e mark et valu e for th eii 
services. S u ch a p u rp ose is of th e 
same n atu re as an attemp t b y th e cu s­ 
tomers of a grocery store to comp el 
th e p rop rietor to sell th em groceries 
b elow cost 
Th e closed sh op h as n o p lace u n d er 
th e American flag.

p rediction. I call attention to his

ent.rp rise sy stem function. 
It 
means further increased dep end­ 
ence up on government by work­ 
ers and business. 
“If the America we have seen 
grow great is to be saved, we

Blockade Jap an 
Accordingly 
the British 
and 
American admirals discussed a 
long-distance blockade of Jap an— 
a blockade which p robably could 
be imp osed on no other major 
country in the world, for the rea­ 
son that Jap an, a series of islands, 
imp orts almost all her raw mater­ 
ials from the outside world. 
Thus ship s stationed at Singa­ 
p ore and Panama, together with 
the coop eration of Russia, could 
have starved out Jap an in about 
three months. 
The British at that time hem­ 
med and hawed about sending any 
ship s through Suez to Singap ore, 
said they were afraid things might 
break suddenly in Europ e. 
Fin­ 
ally they agreed to send four bat­ 
tleship s, 12 cruisers and 20 des­ 
troy ers. But suddenly Mussolini, 
getting wind of the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can deal, and already working as 
closely with Berlin and Toky o as 
he is today —started his submar­ 
ine “p iracy ” camp aign in the 
Mediterranean. 
An the British, worried over 
their merchant ship p ing, stop p ed 
the fleet which was about to sail 
for Singap ore. This was in Aug­ 
ust and early Sep tember, 19 37. 
Chicago Sp eech 
Prime mover in all these nego­ 
tiations was Mr. Hull. He was 
more anxious than Roosevelt to 
make an object lesson of the Jap 
anese. The President was a little 
wary of American p ublic op inion, 
but finally decided to test that 
op inion with the famous Chicago 
sp eech, in which he envisaged the 
p ossibility of the United States 
joining in a quarantine against an 
aggressor nation. 
Mr. Hull p ulled in his horns 
somewhat at this p oint. His in­ 
ternational strategy was exp ress­ 
ed to an advisor at that time who 
kep t careful notes. 
“The President and I,” said Mr. 
Hull, “have believed that the dic­ 
tators of the world were following 
a p olicy which eventually was go­ 
ing to get us into trouble. 
In 
Europ e, Germany has adop ted the 
p olicy of forcing little countries to 
buy p eace by joining her—the 
same thing which brigands did in 
day s of old. 
“I have been try ing very slowly 
to make our p eop le realize what 
we face in Europ e and Asia, I’ve 
been making what the newsp ap ers 
call ‘p ious p ronouncements.’ I’ve 
been doing it deliberately and 
slowly . We can’t scare the p eo­ 
p le of the United States; we have 
to educate them. So I’ve been 
talking about the sanctity of 
treaties, although I’ve known that 
there was no such thing on the 
p art of some countries. 
But I 
wanted to make our p eop le real­ 
ize that these countries had torn 
up their obligations. 
I’ve been try ing to make our 
p eop le see that comp lete ‘isola­ 


tion’ was something they could 
not attain. 
“The President has said the 
same things, excep t that he has 
gone a little too far sometimes. 
Peop le weren’t ready for his Chi­ 
cago sp eech. He scared them with 
that. But eventually we’ve got to 
realize that we can’t be isolated.” 
Brussels Fiasco 
Mr. Hull’s retreat after the Chi­ 
cago sp eech was one factor in the 
collap se of the Brussels Confer­ 
ence, which was the next attemp t 
to work out joint action between 
the United States and Breat Bri­ 
tain to blockade Jap an. 
This time the British had aban­ 
doned their old hesitancy . In the 
late summer of 19 37, they had 
hung back, while Mr. Hull had 
p ushed them forward. 
Now it 
was the reverse. 
Cap tain An­ 
thony Eden, then Foreign Minis­ 
ter, actually gave Norman Davis, 
our ehvoy at Brussels, a comp lete 
lay -out where British ship s would 
be p laced in the Pacific to carry 
out the blockade. 
But Mr. Hull said No. 
Since then Mr. Hull has been 
absolutely 
consistent 
in 
h is 
sp eeches, but when it has come to 
actual showdowns, he has hesitat­ 
ed to ap p ly his theory . At the 
time the Jap anese deliberately 
bombed the U. S. S. Panay , Ad­ 
miral Leahy rep orted to Roose­ 
velt: 
“I can move out in ten day s, 
Mr. President. Every thing is ab­ 
solutely ready . No war game ever 
was simp ler. We p lace some ship s 
at Singap ore, some at Panama. 
The British have informed us that 
they would send 16 ship s (* asked 
for 24 but we don’t really need 
that many .) 
The Russians have 
50 
submarines 
at 
Vladivostok 
which they will send down to har­ 
ass the Jap anese lines of com­ 
munication between Shanghai and 
Nagasaki. 
“I can guarantee that we won’t 
lose more than two ship s.” 
Our Turn Next? 
Mr. Hull demurred. “We had 
best wait until there is another in­ 
cident,” he told his advisors. 
But by the middle of the next 
y ear, Mr. Hull was worried over 
the p resence of the U. S. S. Luzon, 
another American gunboat, on the 
Yangtze, and asked Admiral Leahy 
to transfer it for fear it would 
bring about another Panay inci­ 
dent. 
In the p resent Far Eastern crisis 
however, Secretary Hull has little 
to worry about. There will be 
no Jap anese incidents involving 
the United States. An American 
citizen p robably could go out and 
slap a Jap anese sentry in Tien­ 
tsin with relative imp unity . For 
the Jap anese are handling us with 
kid-glove kindness—at least until 
they get rid of the British. 
Then it may be our turn.

Tourist’s note: The transfer of 
lhe Bureau of Fisheries from 
Commerce to Interior Dep artment 
will not affect the aquarium in 
the basement of the Commerce 
building.

Under 
Secretary of Commerce Ed Noble, 
former chairman of the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority , itched to 
go on the first trip of the Atlan­ 
tic Clip p er, but listened to the 
objections of his family .

work, must restore conditions in 
which our p rivate enterp rise sy s­ 
tem can function again and give 
full emp loy ment. 
“Excep t the totalitarian govern 
ments other nations are doing 
this. During the p ast four y ears, 
21 nations with 600 millions of 
p op ulation have had less than 
one-half billion of budget deficits, 
while the United States with 
one-quarter as many p eop le, has 
added 13 billion dollars to its 
debt. 
“While we have talked about 
housing the ill-housed, these na­ 
tions with budgets balanced have 
had from two to four times as 
much building activity p er cap ita 
as this country ; have had more 
p rosp erous 
agriculture, 
better 
business conditions without en­ 
dangering national solvency by 
mountaining debt, without resort­ 
ing to wild, reckless sp ending and 
lending p olicy . Their governments 
C 1 net try to substitute govern­ 
ment activity for p rivate enter­ 
p rise, and therefore p rivate en­ 
terp rise has exp anded 
and is 
functioning. 
“Our nation was built by its 
individual citizens.- The Roose­ 
velt p rogram, whether that be 
its p urp ose or not, is p araly zing 
p rivate enterp rise and is p rolong 
conditions that lead our p eop le 
backward to increasing dep end­ 
ence up on government. 
I fear 
this 
p rop osed exp ansion of the 
New Deal will end with p rivate 
enterp rise undermined bey ond re­ 
covery . 
Then financial disaster 
and collectivism will follow. 
“There is still time for the na­ 
tion to p ull itself together. 
But 
the first thing to do is to defeat 
this p rogram. 
It is a confes- 


sion of failure. 
It op ens the 
gates to dictatorship . 
It evades 
budgetary control. It keep s bus­ 
iness stalled and confidence in 
the future destroy ed. 
Does the 
White House brain trust fear 
that a surging, p rosp erous Amer­ 
ica will destroy its p olitical ma­ 
chine? 
Emp hatic rejection by 
congress of this p lan will have 
a most reassuring and encouraging 
effect. 
The country looks to 
congress to kill this alarming 
p rop osal.”
